Washington. March 20. — Senator 


Morgan of the committee on- isthmian 
canals presented to the senate the 
majority and minority reports of that 
committee on- the question of the val- 
idity of the title, of the new Panama 
Canal company and its right to trans- 
fer the Panama, canal property to the 
United States for 140,000,000. The ob- 
jections of the majority to the title 
held by that company are based large- 
ly on the relations of the canal com- 
pany to the governments of Frauc'e 
and Colombia, but the committee also 
discusses at length many other phases 
of the question. Among these is the 
relation of the shareholders who sub- 
scribed $260,000,000 to the old Panama 
company, whose interests, the report 
Isolds, can not be lightly regarded. On 
this point the report says:^

months. At Eiister all alike must come, 
pray und look solemn an hour or tiro, 
r.t the close of the majnilficeut rites bo 
brushed with a paint branch dipped in 
consecrated water, then tip and away 
astiin to sin or otherwise perhaps IU> 
next Easter. 


Here a Russian of commanding stilt- 


are, possibly llie euilmssador himself, 
noble featured, immucuiately groomed, 
as royal, as bnndsonic. as intellectual 
a specimen of iiuraunitv ns can be 
found on this earth, stands and mut- 
ters devout ty his prayers. Men stand 
mostly; women kneel, and kneei upon 
vcbat to western ideas is a very dirty 
floor. 


Not far from the splendid big Rus- 


sian is mayhap a group of dingy, stu- 
pid Tartars, uiiticrsized, with siit eyes, 
stsub noses. fl:it. narrow foreheads and 
features altogether of a primitive type. 
Tbcy nre dirty, heaven save us! How 
unpleasant to come close to! They are 
common laborers, stevedores, mayhap, 
or the lowest order of servants employ- 
ed in households of members of the 
Russian nobility, royally rich, who live 
imic'u of the time in Puris.

•which serve to hold the land intact, 
while their branches and leaves serve 
as sails for the wind.

Now as to the road fund. In August, 
S9i, ill ft city council had a meeting 
vith the county commissioners con- 
eraing this road fund. The result of 
his meeting appears on the cominis- 
ioners" journal under date of AUSTIN 
Iss:, 1S01. and reads as follows: 
"The commissioners having no law- 


ul right, refuse to transfer to said 
ity any amount of such fund, 
but 


-erbally agree to allow bi'Js of said 
city for street repairs to one-half of 
he amount of county road fund col- 
octet! on property within said city as 
ihown at the August settlement of 1891 
and to 
allow 
throe-fifths 
of such 


amount at the semi-annual settlement 
made upon the duplicate of :!8'Jl." The 
commissioners have ever since refused 
to transfer any of the county roa<J 
fund to the city, but have, from time 
to time, allowed bills certified by the 
council for amounts naj<l for street re- 
pairs. 


This very same question has been 


decided by the supreme court of Ohio 
n 1S78 in the case of Lima, represent- 
ed by Irvine & Brice, vs, McBride. rep- 
resented by .1. E. Richie (34 O. S. 351). 
Judge Okey rendering the decision 
said: 
"We need not determine 


whether the commissioners are re- 
quired or permitted 
to expend any 


portion of the tax in Lima. They have 
exclusive power over the fund and it 
is to be expended under their direc- 
tions in such manner as may seem to 
.hen; ;:iost advantageous *o T-he inter- 
est of such, county, for the. construe 
tion. reconstruction, or repair of any 
such road or roads," (HK Ohio L.. 60) 


* * and we arc not warranted in 
ayins that it would be a violation of 
the constitution to tax the citizens of 
Lima, in common with the 
people
